DID A WOMAN DO IT? 





[SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION. |] 

The London police appear.to have as much difficulty 
in locating “Jack the Ripper,” the Whitechapel fiend, 
asthe Chicago police have in apprehending Tascott 
or the Croniu murderers. Had it not been for the 
murder of Alice McKenzie, on July 17, the case would 
probably. have lapsed intg the category of unsolvable 
mysteries. This latest 
murder, however, has 
had the effect of putting 
the new regime of the 
department on its met- 
tle, dnd no stone will be 
left unturned to appre- 
hend the perpetrator, 
who is supposed to be 
the same as the one who 
committed the seven 
other crimes, as the 
surroundings, mode of 
perpetration, etc., showed the same dastardly plans 
and handiwork. 

The latest murder was one of the most dastardly 
and barefaced ever committed even in London, the 
scene of many brutal and historic crimes. The PoLicz

GazerTe herewith gives the history of the crime, 
with details, sketches and illustrations of it and its 
predeceasors. 

On the early morning of July 17 the body of a 
woman was found lying diagonally across the narrow 
four-foot sidewalk on the left-hand side of Castle 
alley as yougo in from Whitechapel road, this great 
thoroughfare being only thirty yards away. She was 
dead, and the work of n ufilation, interfered with by a 
singular circumstance, had begun when the murderer 
was warned by the approaching steps of Constable 
272 H, and slipped up the alley, and thence into White- 
chapel road through 
the dark, narrow court. 
He must have. zone this 
way. because there was 
no other outlet without 
passing 272H. And yet

The police were iv front.of him, behind him and al] 
around him. There were three constables at least on 
watch within hearing cf his victim’s shriek, had his 





first blow failed. There was a lighted bedroom just 
above him, in which two people were going to hed. 
They were not fifteen feet.from him when he struck 
the murderons blow. 

At a qnarter-past twelve Constable 423 H stopped 
under the very lamp post by which the woman was 





found and ate his luncheon. He was there perhaps ten 
minutes. Between twenty and twenty-five minutes 
past Constable 272 H came up from Wentworth street 
on his regular patre-going up the right side of tho 
alley and coming back on the left. He passed out and 
the alley was tenantless at half-past twelve. And.yet 
at ten minutes to one, when he returned, the body lay 
there covered with blood, the victim dead and partially 
mutilated, with no trace whatever of the assassin. He 
had kept the same close watch on the patrol as he did 
in Mitre square. He took the same incredible chances 
and succeeded inthe same incredible way. The death 
was as absoluteig- aitent as have been all the rest.

In all the annals of as- 
sassination as a fine art, there has been nothing to sur- 
pass this case.

‘on her back with her clothes drawn up about her head 
and partially tucked away under her leftarm. Her 
left leg was straight and her right bent. 

As the woman lay there it became evident that ‘‘Jack 
the Ripper” had departed slightly from his previous 
methods. She had bern struck from behind, like all 
the previous ones. But his method hitherto had been 
to stop the victim’s mouth with his rizht hand, and 
with one heavy sweep draw the razor-like knife across 
the throat, severing the neck half through. 

It was clearly evident, however, both from the ap- 
pearance of the skin and the character of the cut, that 
the knife had been plunged into the left side of the 
neck and then drawn backwards toward the back of 
the neck and the operator. The blow was a heavy one, 
and the blade severed both the jugular vein and the 
carotid artery, but the knife did not break the skin on 
the other side. It had been pressed toward the hand 
as it was drawn out, the gash running toward the left 
ear. This shows clearly two things—the first being that 
the man stood behind her. The second isa bit of evi- 
-dence that may turn out to be very important. It is 
that the murderer is left-handed; no right-handed 
man could, by any possibility, have made the wound 
that appeared. 

When she was taken to the mortuary and closely ex- 
amin d the discovery was made that only the blunt- 
ness of the knife had prevented her from being as hor- 
ribly dismembered as all the other victims, There 
was one cut about four inches long running from a 
spot two inches to the right of the navel diagonally 
toward the left groin. It was not deep, and had not 
severed the abdominal wall. The strange fact appear- 
ed, however, ghat this cnt was but one of at least 
twenty attempts. On both sides of it and all along the 
lateral line below the breast bone were scratches mado 
with the point of akn fe. Each one had been an at- 
tempt to make the.one ripping cut which is familiar to 
the mortuary surgeon, through all the other cases. 
The yielding skin or the biuntness of the knife had

prevented the murderer from “getting a grip with the 
knife,” this being the phrase which Whitechapel uses 
to describe the fact. A blunt knife in ‘Jack the Rip- 
per’s” hands is a strange di-covery. All the other 
deaths and the subsequent mutilation have been done 
with a blade with the edge of araz»r, and this clearly 
established dullness of his weapon in this case may 
account for his having stabbed-instead of gashing the 
neck of his victim as before. 

After having discovered the body the constable gave 
the alarm, and soon the scene of the murder was sur- 
rounded by ‘“‘bobbics.” Butthe acute murderer had 
escaped, The only person in the neighborhood 
who might have had any connection with the case was 
immediately placed-under arrest as a suspicious char- 
acter. His name is Jacobs, and he lives at No. 12 Castle 
Place, near the scene. There is no proof, however, that 
he had any connection with the crime, and he was re- 
leased. 

In the meantime there had been no little excitement 
at Tenpenny’s lodging house at & Gun street, off 
Brushtield street. Tenpenny’s is a fourpenny lodging 
house of the lowest class, bnt is registered. It ap- 
peared that two women had left the lodging house the 
evening before, and neither of them had turned up. 
They were known as “‘Alice” and “‘Moggie.” As they

was placed under arrest, and said that the woman’s 
name was Alice McKenzie and that he had been living 
with her for about six years; that he had seen her on 
the previous day, when they had had a little quarrel 
and that she had gone out, he knew not whither. 

At the inquest nothing pointing to the real perpe- 
trator of the crime was elicited, and the police are 
still working on'the case with very little chamve of suc- 
cess. 

All of the murders claimed to have been done by 
“Jack the Ripper” have Been perpetrated within a 
radius of a quarter mile of St. Mary's Church, which 
in located on Whitechapel road near its junction with 
Commercial road (East). Nos. 1, 2, 6, 7and 8 were com- 
mitted within the boundaries of four squares. Here is 
aresume of the several crithes, of which the total 
number, attribitted'te the same fiend, is eight: 
1—An unknown woman, Christmas week, 1887. 
2—Martha Turner, found stabbed in 39 places, on land-

cent murder of Dr. P. H. Cronin in Chicazo, that were 
it not for the fact that the perpetrator of the Cincin- 
nati murder is known, it might, without any great 
stretch of the imagination, be supposed that both 
crimes were committed by the same man. 

Dr. A. E: Jones, familiarly known as Col. Jones, was 
in kis seventy-seventh year, but was as active as aman 
of fifty. He had always had an inclination to military 
life, and kept it up by holding a connection with the 
Ohio National Guard, serving for a long time as surgeon 
of thé First Regiment. Gov. Foraker, who was his 
neighbor, appointed him a member of his staff, as 
surgeun-eneral. He had been active in public affaira, 
serfing often in the Municipal Council, and had be- 
sidés held several offices under appointment from the 
general Government. Ile was, perhaps, more widely 
known in Cincinnati than any other citizen. 

At 3:30 o’clock on the day in question Col. Jones got

up after a ehort nap, and walked out the back door of 
his residence on Walnut Hills in his slippered feet, 
without a coat, and wearing a black slouch hat. From 
that moment he disappeared. The family were not 
alarmed by his absence for some hours, and it was not 
until night came on that they became alarmed and 
sought to fing the missing man. 

Ex-Police Lieut. ‘Thornton, of the Fulton district, a 
son in-law of Col. Jones, started out and made active 
inquiries. They were all futile. Not wishing to make 
the matter public until absolutely necessary, the 
officer did not- mention it at that time. On the fol- 
lowing morning there was still no tidings for the 
sleepless household, and young Dr. Jones came to the 
city and reported the disappearance of his father to 
Chief. Deitsch.' 

Detective Wappenstein was detailed on the case. No

different manner. Blythe was taken to Cincinnati, 
where he was closely questioned by the Chief of Police 
and the coroner. , 

Blythe apparently did not realize the enormity of 
the crime. The story of the murder is a most revolt- 
ing one, and stands unparalleled in the records of 
local crimes. The details wera obtained after a long 
cross-examination, lasting morethanan hour. The 
prisoner, while confessing that he killed Col. Jones, 
claims that it was done in self-defense and that hehad 
no accomplice. He said that the old gentleman came 
out of the house about 3:30 o’clock and began to abuse 
him for not cutting the weeds in the garden. The 
colonel was very angry, and, Blythe says, p:cked up a 
large oak stave and struck him with it. He dodged, 
and the blow only grazed his shoulder. Then the 
coachman seized a club of the same kind and cracked

gathered so many mourners as that of the.murdered 
Col. A. E. Jones on Monday afternoon. No man in the 
city was more widely known. His pride in the military 
record of his ancestors, some of whom endured the 
sufferings of Valley Forge; his enthusiastic interest in 
all military organizations, his. pubiic spirit and his 
prominence en officer of the Government during 
the late war and since, all brought him in contact with 
people, sethat he was everybody's acquaintance. It 
seemed the most appropriate thing to accord him a 
military funeral, and the family acquiesced. 
Crowds gathered about the house in the carly after- 
noon. The military escort consisted of the First reg- 
iment, Ohio Nationat Guard. and a battery of artillery.

Foraker and a portion of bis staff 
were present, The Governor was a neighbor of Col. 
Jones for y: ars, and had appointed him surgeon-gen- 
eral. The ceremony of a military funeral, including 
the march from the house to the church, with six 
stalwart sergeants carrying the coffin, was a most im- 
pressive scene. : 
At the First Presbyterian Church only a small por- 
tion of the,assemblage could find room.

How Eight Betiilehem Men Won $5,000 in the 
- » Louisiana State Lottery. 





Saturday’s express brought from New Orleans 
several packages of bank notes consigned to H. I. 
Kerschner, of Bethlehem. ‘The sum total of the 
amount was $5,000, and it was the paymengof a one- 
twentieth part of ticket No. 58 607, which number drew 
the second cash capital prize of $100,000 in the July 
drawing of the Louisiana State Lottery. The $5,000 was 
not alone Mr. Kerschner’s. He was one of the eight 
Bethlehemites who had a pool and held the lucky 
ticket. Mr. Kerschner was seen yesterday afternoon by 
a reporter, and said: “‘Abouta month ago some Allen- 
tonians were talking about the Louisiana State Lottery 
at the Sun Hotel. in Bethlehem, and George Hirst, 
the bartender, and I decided to invest $1 apiece in 
the lottery to try our luck. Several of the employees 
of my stable and afew of Mr. Hirst’s friends joined 
us, and we made a poolof $8, each throwing in $1. 
Eight tickets were got; and I locked them up. in a safe. 
The drawing came off on the 16th, and several days af- 
terwards we were shown the prize list and found that 
One of the eight tickets had made a ‘hit.’ It was a 
twentieth part of ticket No. 58.607, which drew $100,000. 
We gave onr ticket for collection to the Adams Express 
Company, and the money ($5.000) was very promptly 
forwarded to me. After paying a commission for col- 
lecting our prize there remained something like 
$4,990, which we divided, each of the eight getting 
$620.12." The lucky members of the pool have de- 
posited their **boodle” in bank.

SULLIVAN GOES BACK. 


Recalled to Mississippi by a Requisi- 
‘tion from Gov. Lowry. 


EXCITEMENT OVER THE ARREST. 


John L. Sullivan left this city on Thursday night in 
company of Detective Chiles, of Mississippi, and ar- 
rived in the latter State on Sunday. Tho trip on was 
uneventful, save for the excitement along the route, 
caused by natives anxious to catch a glimpse of the big 
fellow, 
The Mississippi detective had been in the city for 
about ten days, but had been living quietly incog, in 
order to avail himself of the best opportunity of 
gathering in the famed pugilist. He had come from 
Mississippi armed with a requisition front Governor 
Lowry and had it countersigned by Governor Hill dur- 
ing a surreptitious visit to Albany. 
En)l‘e:ing the services of Inspector Byrnes and Detec- 
tive Adame, the Mississippi detective visited John L.’s 
hotel on Wednesday, July 31, and placed the big fellow 
under arrest. He was taken to Police Headquarters, 
where he was given acell all to himself, and on the 
following morning he was taken to court: ‘ 
News of the champion’s expected arrival at the Gen- 
eral Sessions had already. spread-about, and Chambers 
street, in tront of the brown stone building, held:an 
excited mob. When the coach drew up before the 
building there was a rush for it, but the policemen 
threw themselves into the breech and kept a passage 
open for the champion. He was led into Col. Fellows’ 
private office, where he seemed a little out of place. 
Assistant District Attorney Macdona said to him: 
“Sullivan, the only way you can get out of this is to 
deny your identity and say you are not John L. S8ulli- 
van.” 
Around Sullivan stood Billy Muldoon, Mat Clune, 
Jack Barnitt, Mike Cleary, Charley Johnston, Jimmy 
Wakely, Dan Murphy and Billy Bennett. De Lancey 
Nicoll had been retained shortly after his arrest on 
Wednesday night, but it was midday before he ap- 
peared. He then led Sullivan into a private room and 
advised him to return to Mississippi without a legal 
fight. Ho assured Sullivan that this would be the 
wisest thing he could do and would tend to make his 
punishment very light. 
“The nicest thing to do isto go right back,” said 
Nicoll. atts 
“It would be a great deal nicer not to havo to go,” 
growled Sullivan, and then he added hastily: 
‘Lam your true and personal friend; John L. Sulli- 
van.” 
Having paid for the advice, the big fellow concluded 
to take it, and announced his readiness to zo back to 
Mississippi.. Then there was a rush for Supreme 
Court, Chambers. As soon as the champion appeared 
the mob on the street tore wildly after him, and ina 
jifty the court room was packed. Judge Mdrgan J. 
O'Brien gazed in astonishment at the crowd. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Macdona explained that Gov, 
Lowry was the author of a requisition for thé appre- 
hension of John L. Sullivan, which had duly 
signed by Gov. Hill. He said that a writ of; habeas 
corpus could be applied for if the identity of the pris- 
oner was denied. > 
**Mr. Sullivan does not deny that he is the person 
named in the warrant,” said Mr. Nicoll. ‘I have had 
no opportunity to examine the papers, but I am 
satisfied that the proceedings are regular, and that 
they cannot be successfully attacked. Mr. Sullivan 
had already made up his mind to return to Missiseppi 
and submit himself to the authorities there. Now he 
proposes to surrender himself to the officers who have 
the warrant. He is sure that he will be justly dealt 
with by the authorities of Mississippi. It is proper for 
me to state that he had no intention, when he became 
engaged to fight, of violating any law. He had been 
advised that there was no law against prize fighting. 
He supposed when he left New Orleans that he, was to 
fightin the State of Louisiana, and it was not until 
the night before tee battle that he was informed that 
the fight was to take place in Mississippi.” 
The champiom had sat right behind Nicoll during 
this speech. In obedience to an order from his coun- 
sel he rose, and leaning over the lawyers’ table, care- 
fully adjusted a.pen in his muscuiar fingers, aud with 
his head bent. on one side, wrote his name on the 
papers. i 
Deputy Sheriff Chiles, in talking the matter over 
with Mr. Macdona, said that Sullivan had taken the 
wisest course. ‘ 
“The Northern papers,” he said, “are frequently 
jumping on the South, and claiming that thére is no 
law or order there. Gov. Lowry is determined to show 
that transgressors in the State of Mississippi are 
called to stesn account for their misdeeds. Sullivan's 
readiness to return. will probably make his punish- 

ment light, and keep it within the limits, maybe, of a 
small fine,” \ 

_ When Sullivan left the court he drove to the Vander- 
bilt Hotel, where he had luncheon with Deputy Sheriff 
Chiles, Detective Sergeant Adams, Jack Barnitt and 
‘Dan Murphy. The champion felt very blue,;and was 
inclined to be surly. ‘What's a feller going to do,” he 
said, ‘“‘when he can’t follow his business ?. Fighting is 
my business. That's how I make a living, and I ain’t 
got no other way of doing it.” j 

TLe party then returned to the hotel, and as Chiles 
was anxious to get back home as soon as possible, and 
as nothing could be gained by delay, Sullivan agreed 
to start atonce. None of his friends cared to go with 
him, except Muldoon, Murphy and Barnitt,'but they 
were compelled to remain in town on business, and so 

Mr. Clune, the hotel proprietor, said he would see the 
big fellow through, Sullivan threw a few necessary 
articles ina small hand bag, and at 4:45 o’clock Sulli- 
van, Chiles, Adams and Clune leftinacoach. They 
left on the 6 o’clock train of the Pennsylvania, Rail 
road, and were given acend off by the crowd at the 
depot. 

Upon his arrival in Jackson, Miss., on Sunday, Sulli- 
van was at once lodged in the city jail.

MURPHY VERSUS MURPHY. 


The Queer Decision Rendered by the Referee in 
the Recent California Mill. 


The fistic encounter between Frank Murphy, the feather-weirht 
champion of England, and Billy Murphy, the feather-weicht 
champion of Australia, who knocked out Johnny Gr ffin of Bos. 
ton in three rounds, far a purse of $1,800, of which the winner 
was to receive $1,500 and the loser $300, was fought in the reoms 
of the California Athletic Club, San Francisco, on July 30. Great 
interest was manifested over the affair and large sums wagered 
on the result, the Australian being the faviftite at $100 to $20, 
The battle was governed by Queensberry rules and the men 
weighed 11944 pounds each. Billy Murphy was seconded by 
Paddy Gorman and Billy Armstrong, while Martin ‘Murphy and 
Patsy Hogan took care of Frank Murphy. Hiram Cook, as 
usual, acted as referee. Time wus called at 9:27. 

' Round 1—Frank led with a left-hander on the Australian's 
stomach. Interchange of blows followed, Frank’s left finding 
Billy’s ear, and the latter’s right reaching the Engiishman's 
wind. Billy then got in three singles on different parts o 
Frank’s body, while the little man broke ground, but cool and 
defiant. 

Round 2—The men sparred well up in Frank's corner. The 
latter broke ground and took another corner,’ Interchange halt

arm blows followed, the Englishman landing héavily. In the 
rally Frank fell in the corner and Billy slipped over the ropes, 
The Australian kept both hands going, and failed to ward a 
right-hand roaster inthe ribs. The round was closed witha 
left-hand tap from Billy on his adversary’s cLest. 

Round 3—Frank shifted ground frequentiy. and in one shift 
got in another rib-roaster. Frank lett himself open in turning 
after a breakaway, but Billy failed to profit by it. The English- 
man’s blows were much the heavier in delivery, and were led 
mainly for the ribs. 

Round 4—Billy led with his left, passing over Frank's shoul- 
der, anda clinch followed, In evading one of the Australian's 
rushes Frank slipped to the floor in his corner. “The men 
sparred cautiously, when Frank landed a sounding right- 
hander in the Australian's wind, and the latter fell on his right 
knee. 

Few heavy blows were struck in the fifth, sixth. and seventh, 
In the eichth a left-hander on the chin drove the Australian 
back. The latter in the rally fell clean over the Englishman, 
landing on his hands. The tesith, eleventh and‘twelfth rounds 
were bitterly contested. The Australian was savage in the 
thirteenth round. The Englishman assuméed the aan in 
the fourteenth round. 

Round 15—Frank came up & trifle refreshed, and his blows had 
more steamh. A light left-hand swing, however, pushed him to 
the floor. The Australian dazed Frank with a terrific right- 
hand swing on fhe nose and sent him to the floor again, knock: 
? ing him against the ropes. Although apparently tired out, he 
punched his man in the ear with his right repeatedly, and 
ducked a number of left-hand swings cleverly. 

Round 16—Billy came up apparently intending to butt his 
man out of the ring with his head,but a warning from the referee 
and some telling upper-cuts caused him to desist. He again 
led for Frank's left ear with 
his right, and reached him 
heavily. 

Round 17—The fierce fight 
of the last few rounds le 
up a little in this round, and 
the men played for wind.

In every prize ring encounter for the cham- 
pionship of America and the championship of the world fought 
in America, London prize ring rnles have governed. Every 
pugilist who desires to hold the position of champion of America, 
or bear the title of champion of the world, must accept all bona 
Ade challenges and battle according to the regular prize ring 
rules. A champion cannot dictate to any challenger, who is 
eager and willing to contend for the prize ring championship, 
what rules shall govern, but battle according to the only rules 
which are laid down to govern all encounters by which every 
champion has fonght from 1750—with bare knuckles.
